The rtcotd of the first eleven 
weeks of the German blockade of 
British shipping shows that there 
is little teal terror connected with 
it after all for it has been a case of 
business as usual on tbe sea as it 
has been on land. Since war com¬ 
menced tbe Admiralty transported 
more than one million men by 
water, and five men only have 
been lost in transport work since 
then. Horses have been brought 
from India with only two lost. 

In tbe merchant marine more 
than 11.000 British ships have ar¬ 
rived at or sailed from British 
ports in tbe last eleven weeks, 
while less than forty have been the 
victims of the German submarines, 
and in the same time the number 
of new ships launched for tbe 
British merchant marine makes tbe 
total number of ships and tbe total 
tonnage of British merchant marine 
greater than ever before. 


Milling and Elevator Company 
have disposed by sale two of their 
elevators, and in both cases the 
btiyers were local men.

Despatches Irom the seat of war 
in Europe disclose the fact that 
the forces in that region ore under 
the command of General Sir Ian 
Hamilton. He is conducting the 
operations of the land forces at the 
Dardanelles. 


Mr. Thomas Hoskin. the presi¬ 
dent ol the Mutual Fire Under¬ 
writers Association of Ontario, re¬ 
cently made a statement to the 
effect that the fire waste in Canada 
was the worst in the world. Tbe 
loss in Canada would pay off the 
national debt in 20 years. It is 
7 times as great, per capita, as il 
is in Great Britain, and we are 
paying five times os much for our 
insurance as they are in Euro|ic.

Responsibility, owing to 
tbe fact that within the next few 
years there is sure to be a consider¬ 
able increase in the proportion of 
humanity who will be in a great 
need of the real necessities of life ; 
■nd opportunity, owing to tbe fact 
that the farmers have it in tbeir 
power to do a vast amount of ex. 
ceedingty helpful service for their 
fellow men. especially of other 
countries.

Including land, aud build-a 
mgs and farm debts, show ing their | 
value at the time It can be written 
in the front of the book, using the 
left hand page* for the first inven- 
' tory and reserving the right band 
pages for corresponding values in tbe 
second Inventory. In each book an 
acount should be kept with eacn 
farm enterprise, aa horses, machin¬ 
ery. real estate, each crop, etc . and 
with other Items as may be found 
necessary or convenient. 

In tbe financial book alia enough 
pages for each account. A very 
good estimate can be raadu by con¬ 
sidering the amount of business each | 
euterpris; is liable to create. I’se the i 
left hand page of the opened book for ! 
expenditures and tbe right hand , 
page for receipts. 

Index each account with <a tag on 
which 1 h written the name of the ac¬ 
count kept on that page, arranging 
one below the other so all can be 
seen at the same time.- Dry Farming.

Fort>e»-Roberisou, both aa actor and 
man. made a very deep impression 
upon ail who saw him either on or off 
the stage.

That Failed." Btr Johnston gave most 
generously of h's time > nd strength 
to the Canadian public, because, as 
he said In several of his addresses, 
he was deeply touched by the splen¬ 
did loyalty of Canada to the mother¬ 
land In this terrible crisis. Every¬ 
where possible he visited the s-ddlrra 
and talked with them In Winnipeg, 
during the second week of his en 
gagqmcnt at the Walker theatre, he 
and Manager Walker gave s compli¬ 
mentary matinee performance of "The 
Pasclng of the Third Floor Bark." to 
the officers and men of the Canadian 
rrglments stationed In Winnipeg, and 
the v handsome playhouse was filled 
from pit to d<>uie with over two thous¬ 
and men in khaki. At the close of 
(he performance. Bir Johnston had a 
flashlight photograph taken of this 
impressive and magnificent audience. 

Although this English player is so 
tar from Knglsnd now. never for a 
moment does he forget the demand* 
upon himself of bis country in this 
time of stress, lie makes regular con¬ 
tributions to several of th • war funds, 
and is particularly Interested in the 
Maxine Elliott fund for relieving the 
H and suffering Belgian 
famous stage beauty has closed her 
handsome Tendon resldenre nnd Is 
now living on a barge which *!ie oper¬ 
ates along the rivers and si reams of 
Belgium, carrying food snd clothing 
direct to the starving women and 
rlilldren of this brave little country, 
who cannot be reached any other way 
Just now. 

Being desirous- of contributing 
something special to one of tbe war 
funds during his Winnipeg engage 
meni, Forbe*-Robert son telegraphed 
H.R.R. the Duke of Connaught, ask 
ing for a suggestion in the matter, 
and the governor-general answered 
naming the Canadian Patriotic fund, 
so the entire receipts, $2,000, of the 
opening performance in Winnipeg 
went to that fund, through the hearty 
co-operation of Manager (’. P. Walk¬ 
er. who supplied the theatre, all em¬ 
ployees thereof and also gave his 
share of the receipts. 

In addition to delivering many ad¬ 
dresses in Winnipeg. Sir Johnston un¬ 
veiled the bronze tablet which the 
citizens «of Winnipeg have placed in 
the lobby of the Walker theatre in 
memory of l-aurence Irving and his 
wife. Mabel Hackney, who lost their 
lives in the foundering of the ill-fated 
steamship. Empress of Ireland, last 
year, shortly after having played their 
last theatrical engagement at the 
Walker theatre. Aa Sir Johnston had 
known Sir Henry Irving's son. l^nur- 
ence. over since he was a little lad. 
and had loved both him and his tal¬ 
ented and beautiful wife, no more fit¬ 
ting person could have been found to 
perform the sad ceremony of unveil¬ 
ing the tablet in their memory. After 
that ceremony Sir Johnston tent the 
following cablegram to II. B. Irving, 
brother of Laurence: 

"Had the honor this day of unveil¬ 
ing memorial to dear lonirence and 
Mabel. A beautiful and touching 
ceremony. Theatre crowded and 
many leading citizens present. Warm 
greetings " 

He received this answer from II. B, 
Irving: 

"Warmest thanks, kind message. 
Honor done to Laurence and Mabel's 
memory by Winnipeg deeply apprec¬ 
iated by all." 

In his farewell speech at the close 
of bis final performance in Winnipeg. 
Sir Johnston again spoke feelingly of 
hts admiration for the brave Canad¬ 
ian soldiers who have so prompth 
responded to the call of the colors, 
he also expressed his own loyalty to 
"our sacred flag." and he hoped that 
every dear boy who had been so 
bravely spared for duty to the mother¬ 
land by mother, sister, wife and

The average yield of 
potatoes in 1913 was 110 bushels o 
the acre; wheat. 24 bushels; oats. 
36 bushels; and bay two tons to tbe 
acre.

Unmarried Females Under 46 Years 
of Age in England Outnumber 
Males by Half Million 

A volume in two parts containing 
evidence and papers submitted to the 
Dominions Royal Commission In Lou¬ 
don daring IU sittings in June sod 
July Inst baa been issued. The first 
section includes the report of the 
special committee of the Royal Statis¬ 
tical Society on the emigration of 
women from the United Kingdom to 
the dominions and a report on the 
distribution of sexes in various parts 
of the empire, with special reference 
to the surplus of women in the British 
Isles available* for emigration, by 
Dr. B. C. Snow. 

Dr. Snow, In the course of a paper 
on "The Magnitude of the Population 
of Knglsnd Available for Kmlgretlon.'* 
recently read before the Royal Statis¬ 
tical Society, argued that, apart from 
military considers!.ous, there practi¬ 
cally was no male population for eml 
gration from Knglsnd and Wales, hut 
an appreciable number of unmarried 
women unde* forty-five, perhaps aa 
many na half a million, could be 
* pared. In tbe Interests of tbe future 
development of the dominions the pre- 
t.ent deficiency in the number of 
women emigrants should be rectified. 

The second section deals with 
communications. Among the contents 
are a memorandum by Mr. Charles 
Bright, the consulting engineer to 
the Common wealth of Australia, and 
a statement of the views of the Em¬ 
pire Press Union on the subject of n 
state owned Atlantic cable. The 
transmission of newspapers between 
the United Kingdom and the domin¬ 
ions is referred to.

Benjamin Harrla, recording cl#i4 In 
the New York County Clerk's office, 
received from his uncle. Professor 
I. II. Illrscb, lecturer on pbysica snd 
mathematics In Kings College, l*on 
don. a letter giving the representative 
Englishman's point of view and atti¬ 
tude toward the Germans after *1* 
months of war.

I P*ra of Wars, the war god lula for-! 
$ lunate for Germany that England ta 
not war mao, for if ever the fghting 
blood of the conntty were really 
stricken with tke lus. for German 
blood, then God help the Germans. 
Personally. I am praying that the 
Germans will have aenao enough' not 
to repeat such escapades us ibe attack 
on Scarborough. 

Behind all tula grim struggle 
Englishmen have not loat the feel¬ 
ing that German flesh and blood are 
at 111 human, and. therefore, they do 
not wish to inflict more suffering on 
Gertnau women a nd children than 
la necessary. For years the Ger¬ 
mans have teen mistaking English 
j patience for weakness and decs- 
I dcnce. Now they must be compelled 
to listen, and we believe that they 
will see their proper place is by our 
side and not in opposition to us.

i A decision was given by Justices 
of the Peace Robertson and Jessup, 
of Xanton. on Saturday last in the 
Pharmaceutical Association and 
the Cayley U.F.A. in favor of the 
former. It will be remembered 
that J. L. Coney, secretary-treasur¬ 
er of the Cayley U.F.A.. had been 
summoned on a charge of selling 
strychnine, not being a licensed 
pharmacist. in violation of the Drug 
Act of the province. At the pre¬ 
liminary trial held on the previous 
Saturday evidence was produced 
by Mr. Coney that at the February 
meeting of the Cayley U.F.A., be 
as secretary, was instructed to pur¬ 
chase gopher poison in bulk for 
members of the Union. Orders 
were secured for 153 ounces of 
strychnine, and being unable to 
communicate with each member, 
an estimate was struck that 250 
ounces in all wonld be required to 
supply all members of the Union. 
Mr. Coney while at Calgary pur¬ 
chased the amount required from 
the Princess Drug Co. at a price of 
54 cents per ounce, paying cash 
for it from his personal funds. 
The finance committee of the 
Union agreed upon 574 cents per 
ounce as the price which should 
be paid by members for the poison 
in order to reimbnrse Mr. Coney 
for bis expenses and time in at¬ 
tending to same. The poison was

Preparing Poultry 


How Can These Thoughtlc s Farmers 
ba- Reached? 

\Ye have discujieJ tbe question of 
fitting poultry properly before ship¬ 
ping to market until It would seem 
that the trouble has become chronic 
with us. No one can appreciate tba 
need for more e ducat kn and demon¬ 
stration along this very line until he 
sees for himself tha boxes of birds 
that coma to city dealers Apart alto¬ 
gether from the net that feed is 
scarce, any thrifty farmer or farmer’s 
wife would offer the- mod severs crit¬ 
icism If ha or she could see what wa 
have seen. The Central Farmers' 
Market of Winnipeg very wisely took 
a few specimens of poorly dressed 
birds and presented them before tba 
delegates to tha Grain Growers' con¬ 
vention at Brandon. Every rarmer 
and farmer's wife who saw them waa 
mstounlshed to think that any farmer 
would ba foolish enough to ahlj such 
stuff to market. 

Yet that exhibit vi; quite typical of 
hundreds of pounds of dressed poultry 
that coma on our western markets. 

There Is no possible excuse for ship¬ 
ping birds that arc ao thin that no 
c;t>- family would take tnem as a 
gift. Some geese ami turkeys coma 
on tbe market that are smaller than 
medium sized ducks, and ducks are 
shipped that would not ma*e a meal 
for two. Some cases of all classes 
of fowl coma to market half plucked, 
dirty, bloody am ao thin that they 
can only be baudled by restaurants 
for making pot pie For this purpose 
tha price Is naturally vary low It 
la really astonishing to sea the miser¬ 
able condition in which some farmers 
send their poultry to market. 

Now. who sends this poor trarh? 
We know, aa well as does tha general 
publl-, that the thrifty fanner or 
farmer's wife would no. think of ship¬ 
ping poultry to market before It was 
properly fattened, properly cleaned 
and dressed and presented in tbe best 
possible shapr. If they had no grain 
to fatten them, they would keep them 
at home. and. if they wanted to know 
how to dress and pack them, then 
would find out rather than ship them 
In "anymld-shapc." Such stuff Is ship¬ 
ped by tne disinterested, uneducated 
farmer, the man who does not take a 
farm paper and to whom tbe educa¬ 
tion afforded by our agricultural col¬ 
leges does not appeal. He does not 
read; he does not know; and, per¬ 
haps. he does not care. 

This class Is always (be most diffi¬ 
cult to reach. How can they be reach¬ 
ed? It will require some co-operative 
effort to reach Jvera. For Instance, 
one way would be tor dealers to keep 
a list of the names of shliper* who 
send forward this poor atuF and turn 
these names over to those who haYe 
charge of tts educational work, say, 
our agricultural colleges or depart¬ 
ments of agriculture. The shipper 
could then be reached dir.ct by let¬ 
ters of Information, or personally vis¬ 
ited by a district representative or 
agricultural secretary, such as are 
found In some provinces of Canada 
—Exchange

ment In a word. C.e funds for legltl

either In sdequxte supply or at a 
proper rate of In'.erea*. $ 

I If thla be admitted as a fact—and 
jit would scarcely be questioned by 
i anyone —the query naturally arlaea us 
I to what la to be dono about It. One 
! thin*, we believe. la clear, namely, 
'that In the matter if financing the 
| farmer our present system of loan 
companies and geoeral banking insti¬ 
tutions Is Inadequate. In aoyiug this. 
1 we are not anxloua to express any bit¬ 
terness toward tneao institutions.. In 
I very many respects our Canadian 
banking system la an admirabla one. 
but there la a field of farm flnwnrln* 
that demands a fundamentally differ¬ 
ent kind of treaUfunt from anythin* 

, we can get through our present finan¬ 
cial institutions, and possibly differ- 
lent from what they ought to be ex- 
j peeled to give We will never get any- 
j where at all simply by declaring that 
banks and loan companies ara uaur-

Keen supposing a 
cow's interior economy were madq 
visible and luminous, has any man 
lha requisite knowledge to fathom all 
the mysteries of milk manufacture? 

We do know thla, the yield of milk 
and -Its percentage of fat are apt o 
vary from day to day most strangely. 
The first half of the milk drawn may 
not contain more than halt aa much 
fat aa the latter half; the cow may 
have some alight sickness; sows of 
her delicate nervous functions may 
be deranged temporarily; extremes 
of weather, undue exposure, excite¬ 
ment, roar all Influence toe yield of 
milk and the teat.

No Alcohol, More Work 


High' Value of Alfalfa aa a Food Far 
Dairy Cattla 

Homo Interesting facts icgardlng 
the um of legumes on the dairy farm 
have been gleaned In connection with 
some of the cjw testing associations 
in the United State . 

Alfalfa probably stands preeminent 
as s food ft r daily rattle lu fu« l. 
alfalfa together with good corn sil¬ 
age. suppl mettled with a ration ot 
grain aud meal makes an excellent 
ration and produces results. 

Most fanner* have by thla time 
been thoroughly convinced of tha 
value of silage, and In some manner 
or other try to feed their corn In this 
form Various schemes for Increas¬ 
ing the vsiu i of the proteii content 
of corn silage by the adiltloo of var 
tou* other fodders, such aa cowpeas, 
«ojs hi-sn*. etc . have been advocated. 
The results along these lines have 
beeu disastrous in many cases. The 
beans arc either oo green or too dry 
to make good sllag • at the time the 
alio Is Oiled, or else there Is trouble 
In the ciittiug and filling operations, 
with the result that when the middle 
of winter comes a large amount of 
s'lage la wasted by rotting The beans 
or peas being of different texture 
than th'' corn, do no*, park tight, with 
th - result that air pcckets are formed 
around them In procesa of filling anu 
the b?an* or peas spoil and In their 
decomposition spoil tue allage next 
to them. 

It to safer to put the pure corn Into 
the silo, and to cure the cow pews, 
beans, etc.. Into hay. 

Result* show that the fa/aiem who 
devote their attention to the produc¬ 
tion of a high protein roughage, lead 
tl*•• way in milk production.
